To sustain conviction of drunk 
driving, it must be shown: 1 
that defendant was driving the 
.car, 2. that car was operated 
Ibn public highway.

But all persons who abet the 
driving of a vehicle by one wh 
Is Intoxicated may be held as 
principals, also. The degree of 
intoxication that must be pi ov 
en Is only that which Impairs ono.'s 
driving ability to a point below 
that of the ordinary prudent 
person. Thc repeal of the 18th 
Amendment and of thc Cali­ 
fornia Wrlght Act has no effect^ 
upon thc liability of a person 
under thc drunk driving statute.

ttecklesg Driving: Speed, usu­ 
ally but not always, is the gjst 
of this action. Any departure 
from safe and prudent stand­ 
ards of driving will support con­ 
viction. Authorized emergency 
vehicles, such au ambulenccs, 
police cars, etc., arc relieved of 
the provisions relating to speed.

The code specifically provides 
that "speed trap" evidence may 
not be used by officers; and 
further provides that all officers 
patrolling public highways under 
the Vehicle Act must wear dls- 
Llnctive uniforms, and operate 
only In cars of a white coloring. 
This rule docs not prevent a 
city police officer from making 
such arrest on the city streets, 
although not In a car of the pre 
scribed color.
